to the famous Dr. Heury Sazcheverell, was 
the eldeſt Son of Mr.—— Sacheverell, Minifter 


of Stoke-Underham in Somer ſetſbire, a Man of great 


Reputation. This Mr. Sacheverell had many Chil- 
_dren, and two of them were bred Miniſters 3 
Dix. this John and 7 imothy, who were both of 
them of St. John's College in Oxon 3 and both ſi- 
lenc'd on Bartholomew-day, 1662. the former at 


Wincanton in Somerſeiſhire, and the latter at Tar- 


rant-binton, 
Mr. n Sacheverell, whoſe Memory is to this 
Y præci oſt parts of the Weſt of England, 
had firſt the Eiving of Rimpton in Somerſetſhire, 


which he quit ted before the Reſtauration of King 


Charles II. and afterwards that of Vintanton in 
the ſame County. He had there but 30 J. per Ann. 
certain Allowance, with a Promiſe of an Aug- 


mentation of 30 J. more from London; of which 
Augmentation he received not any more than for 


one half Year. 
His Pains in this Place, in the Service of the 


Souls of thoſe committed to his Care, were very 


great, as is atteſted by ſome yet living: And he 


had conſide rable Succeſs in recovering many that 


were diſſolute, and in the Converſion of ſeveral to 
a Love of God and true Goodneſs: And his Con- 


verſation was unblameable and exemplary. 


He conſtantly roſe early, and ſpent the Morn-

his Flock, and diſcourſing with them about reli- 
gious Matters, till the Saturday, which was ens 
tirely ſpent in his _—— for the Work of the 
Lord's Day. That Day was uſually thus employ'd ;_ 
He began his publick Worſhip with a ſhort Prayer 
in the Morning, and then read a Pſalm and a 
Chapter, and briefly expounded them; and after 
Singing of a Pſalm, he pray'd and preach'd for an 
Hour and a Quarter. In the Afternoon, hehegan 
at one, himſelf repeating his Morning Sermon 
and examin'd young People as to what they had 
remembred 3 then pray'd and preach'd for about 
an Hour and half; and afterwards the Repetition 
of the Evening Sermon, and Examination of 
young ones about it, concluded the publick Ser- 
vice of the Day. EL OL TS 
On the very Day of King Charles the Second's 
Coronation, he preach'd a Sermon upon 1 Sam. 
12.24, 25. But if ye ſhall do wickedly, ye ſhall be con- 
ſumed, both you and your King, The Obſervation 
which he chiefly infiſted on was this : That wick- 
ed Men continuing in their wicked Actions, are 
the greateſt Traytors to the King and State 
wherein they live. Several went out of the 
Church in the midſt of Sermon, and the Rabble 
got together, and in the Market-houſe impan- 
neld a jury from _ themſelves, and repre- 
| ſented a Formal Trial of the Preacher, and after- 
wards drew him in Effigie, with a Book in his 
Hand, which they call'd his Catechiſm, upon an 
Hurdle, through the Town to the Top of an Hill, 
where a great Bonefire was prepar d. The Effi- 
gies was hang' d up upon a Pole, in order to be 
burnt, but the Wind driving the Flames away, 
the Effigies remain'd untouch'd, and was ſhot at 
by ſeveral with a great deal of Fury; and at 
length fell into the Flames, where it was con- 
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5 ſun's. ; It was the Obſervation of many in thoſe 
Parts, that ſeveral who were the moſt Active in 


this Frantick Sort of Diverſion, which was ac- 
companied with a great deal of Profaneneſs and 
Debauchery, had ſome one or other remarkable 


Calamity, that befel them foon after, and ſome of 


them died very miſerably. An Account hereof 
was then publiſh'd in one of the Books of Prodi- 


gies ; and the Names of ſeveral of them are re- 
membred by many, even to this Day. And tho” 
perhaps there was then, as there is ſtil, too 
great a Forwardnefs in ſome, in the Tranſports 


of their Zeal, to repreſent thoſe things as Divine 


Judgments, which befal Men of a Party oppoſite 
to their own, yet Calamitys that are uncommon,

Alittle after he wos indicted at the Aſſizes, for

of his Wife. | 
Being afterwards taken at + Meeting fnShafts ey, 
together with Mr. Bampficid, Mr. Halltt, Mr. Inte, 
and ſome other Miniſters, he and they were fent. 
together to Dorcheſter-Jail, where he remain'4 | 
for three Years, : In this ſmpriſonment, he and 
the reſt of them, took it by turns to preach out of 
a Window to a conſiderable Number of People, 
that ſtood to hear on the other ſide of the River. 
In this Confinement, he contracted ſuch an Indif- 
poſition, that of a very chearful active Perſon, he 
became very melancholy, and ſoon after ended his 
Days. He died in his Chair, ſpeaking to thoſe d- 
bout him with great Vehemence and Affection of 
the great Work of Redemption. |
